burden, and have done this iu a way to command the admira- 
tion of the world.

In the first place Germany imagined that her U-boats c'oulrj 


prevent the United Stales from getting soldiers .to France iji 
numbers thjit would be of importance. She soon learned her 
mistake in this particular. Then she thought that an army 
drawn from civil life and hastily trained would be unable to 
stand before her own seasoned veterans, and on the whole she 
was inclined to make light of America's participation in the 
war. 


Germany is now learning something of the capacity of the 


United States 'to move quickly and forcibly when occasion 
demands. 
A wonderful work has been accomplished since 


this country declared war on Germany. 
An army of more 


than a million men has been trained, shipped across the'ocean 
and placed in the field, and more are going as fast as trans- 
portation facilities can be-,provided. The. quality of the Am- 
erican army has been proved and its size is steadily increasing. 


In the recent fighting its courage and endurance have been 


thoroughly tested and in every instance the lest has been fully 
met. The United Slates troops are in France for a purpose, 
and that purpose will be accomplished. 
It is to aid the Allies 


in-wiping from.Hie face of the earth the most portentious 
menace to civilization dial was ever known fo the world, and 
this will be clone. If is being done, and America is justly proud 
of the effective part her sons are taking in the work of making 
the world a fil place in which to live. 


Germany is now on 'the defensive and if is to be hoped she 


will be kept there until the final and decisive blow is struck. 
And in reality she will be. She may make momentary gains 
here and there, hut the die is c;isl and from Iliis time on the 
Kaiser will be playing n losing game. The fate of Prussian 
militarism is sealed and the sooner the overlords recognize "this 
fact and bow to the inevitable the belter il will be for their own 
people and the world. 


And when it is all over a conspicuous part of the history of 


the struggle will he the brave and brilliant work of the "raw" 
troops llial America couldn't JelVci across the ocean. 


If there is to be any extra fortifying along the New England 


coast the Isles of Shoals should certainly receive attention. 
The navy yard and shipbuilding plants here would be sure to 
attract the enemy in case of war operations along the Ameri- 
can coast. This is a fact thai should nol be lost sight of by the 
powers that be.
